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rate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 10.2, and the highest 
in Perth, viz, 24.2 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths reg- 
istered from all causes was 470, including diphtheria 5, enteric fever 
5, measles 7, and 12 from whooping cough.
